It has been nei'issary I'nr the cdiliT 
of The Recuid Ui uadi'ig!. t ieaiiiieiit 
by a specialist and spend .sever- 
al days in tlie b^tiful city of Win- 
chester. Although we have pa.ss<^d 
through there many times, yet we bad 
not expected to And a city of nearly 
eight thousand people, and one of .so 
much push and enterprise. The neat- 
Iv Itept .storehouses, tasty dwellings 
and beautifully kept front yards iiuick- 
ly make the impression upon a stran- 
ger that the occupants are thrill v, 
well-to-do "hustlerfi." The .show win- 
dows are kept tastily dressed, free 
from the cobwebs and shop-wm-n goods 
top often paraded for view In Ken- 
tucky towns. A line of electric ears 
affords splendid transportation to the 
trains and about the city. A sure 
sign of the prosperity oftliocily is 
the many new l)uildiiigs bfini; put up. 
On every hand the sound of saw and 
hammer is heard, and we were told 
tliat every mechanic and laborer in 
the city had all tha woric lie could do. 
There is no mush room ttoom about 
the town, but a steady, substantial 
growth. She has a large territory to 
draw from, and tlie building of the L. 
& E railroad has brought in addition- 
al trade which used to go to other 
towns. .Sitting in front of the Reese 
House Saturday afternoon, we had a 
tine chance to size up the pL'(:ple, as 
most of the male popiilat ion was en- 
joying the holiday, and tlie good wom- 
en, as usual on Saturday afternoons, 
were taking in the shops. We have 
never aeen a lot of prettier girls,band- 
somcr women or better looking men, 
as a rule, in any town. In mosttownfi, 
one who has to kill a little time about 
a hotel, must sit and listen to a lot 
of town loafers, dressed in tl.'>0 suits, 
who show by their dross that they 
toil not, iieilherdo they spin.

A compulsory education law that 
win render possible the appomtment 
of atmant officer and the enforced at- 
tandance of every pupil of school age 
in tbe community for at least five 
montbs in the school year seems to me 
to be one of tbe real necieailtiea con- 
fkonting tbe people our rtate The 
preaenoe of maaf diMwa of aebool 
age on tbe atiaatdartav the bonn of 
Um Bcbool aeadon shows that absence 
from aebool is more of a caprice than 
a necessity, and where this is true, it 
is absolutely essential to the future 
welfare of the individual that he be 
forced to accept that which the com- 
munity presents to lilm as a protec- 
Um to tta weUbre.

tion. He IS sure that the jjencral 
public realizes that during the past 
year every teacher has done good, effi- 
cient work. He*regreta exceedingly 
that two of your most ciM^ble teacti- 
ers bave condnded tosever their con- 
nection with tbe school, and sincerely 
iiope tbat both of U>em may find their 
lot cast hi pleasant fieldstrf hibor else- 
where. 

Tlie pupils as a body are orderly, law 
abiding, obedient and diligent. The 
parents appreciate the labors of the 
teachers and generally co operate with 
them in controlling sodi cases of dis- 
cipline as arise. Tiie members of tbe 
Board have not only given thought, 
labor and energy to tbe cause of edu- 
tion, but they have also given hearty, 
official support to the principal and 
teachers. If they continue to do this, 
it may be fairly calculated that the 
progress of the schools will be onward 
and upward, for in union of authority 
there is strength. It is probably true 
that frequent consultations of Princi- 
pal and Board as to the elementary 
conditions existing in the schools and

It is conducive to health to feed the 
hogs when they can have the range of 

the pasture fields. 

Further improvement in the out- 
look for apples is indicated, but tbe 
prospects for moot of oUier tree fmlte 
are very poor. 

Considerable tobacco has been tran^ 
planted in Tenncsseand western Ken 
tucky, but elsewhere there has been 
no opportunity for setting, owing to 
dryness. Ptauita are generally i^enU- 
ful, bat are not ov e rg ro w n In some 
States. 

For tbe ten montbs ended April 30, 

1903, exports of wheat (exclusive of 
Hour) from the United States amount- 
ed 10 100,324 095 bushels, against 137,- 
X)29,459 bushels for the corresponding 
period of the previous year. 

In the Missouri Valley, Oklahoma 
and Texas, a general improvement in 
the condition of oats is indicated, Irat 
in the Ohio Valley, Middle Atlantic 
States, andthe greaterpart of the 
Lake region tbe condition of tbe crop 
is less favorable, owing to the effects 
of drouth. 

The egg industry of the United 
States is still growing. Ten years ago 
we imported many eggs and exported 
few. Now the exports exceed the im- 
ports, but there is room for still great- 
er development. Theio need be bo 
fear of over prodnetioB of poultr? aad 
eggs in tbe near future 

In tbe spring-wheat region the wea- 
ther conditions have been highly fa- 
vorable for germination and growth 
of spring wheat, which is coming up 
to good stands with vigorous plants. 
In the northern Rocky Mountain 
States the growth of spring wheat has 
Deen slow; in Washington and Oregon 
tbe ootiook is vwry promising. 

The Kantacky BiUbtt AssodaUon 
has received tl,200 from tbe State De- 
partment of Agrienltare for use in 
collecting tbe exhibits of agriculture 
and horticulture. The Kentucky Live 
Stock Breeders' Association has sent 
sentint250to help make ^good live 
stock display at St. Louis. ^ Other As- 
sociations areespeetedto'eontilbate 
liberally. 

In nearlv all cases it will be found 
best to allow tbe cows expected to 
calve togodryat leaata month be 
fore ther are dne In order to give issue 
to rest and recuperate. But while she 

is resting she should be well fed, so as 
to be in good condition at calving. 



Not only will her calf l»e better stud 
thriftier, luit she will give ratjruumi 
'iell«r uailk. 

Winter wheat has made favorable 
pn)gre.ss In Nebraska and Ksinsas^ n>. d 
'las boon liiipiovtd hy i-iins in por- 
lions of Mi.^s .U! I, OUl.iiioin;i, IVxas, 
.Arkansas, Tennessee and Kentucky, 
but in southern Missouri and in the 
States northward ot the Ohio river 
and in the Middle Atlantic States the 
rop has suffered fnrttier deterioation. 
It is heading as far north as central 
Ksosas and tbe southern portions of 
Indiana and Ohio. . 

The State of Illinois gives to the 
State Poultry Association $1,000 per 
year to be used in the payment of pre- 
miums. Kentucky poultry breeders 
think this should be a good example 
for our State, as it is one of the fore- 
most influstries uf the State. W ith 
little energy on the part of the Asso- 
ciation an appropriation might be had 
that would enable tbe association to 
hold a show second to none. 

The cow about to calve riiould be 
fed bran and rooto for a humtive ef- 
fect. If i^operly minaged there 
should be no need to relieve tbe pres- 
sure of the odder by milking before 
calving. The cow should not oe turn- 
ed out to pasture at this time because 
of the danger of cold and intlamma- 
tion. If tlie swelling and garger oc- 
cur hot water and nibbing is the best 
treatment. After each milking apply 
the water as hot as can be borne with 
a flannel swab and a dry holder. Bub 
and knead for some time, finishing/ 
with a little alcohol well rnbbed in. 

A new method for assisting the cure 
of toliacco in tbe barns has been de 
vised byG FHIllman, a liassachu 
sette man, who has brganlased a stock 
company with $100,000 capital to place 
the curers on the market. It consists 
of a furnace anil a KiisoHne engine on 
a truck, wliicli i.s placed close to the 
curing' b.irn, and hot air is forced into 
tlie barn ihioiigh a pipe by means of a 
blower. The pipe may be extended 
into sections if desired, or the curer 
can be moved from oue side of tlie 
bolldiiv to another. The whole ob- 
ject U to force the warm air into tbe 
curing shed, so as to drive out the 
nraist air within, and hasten the eur^ 
IngoftheloaL
